Thd enemy 
had occupied o kopja on tho southern bank 
running to the water's edge nod citting us 
in tio, and plied their few guns desperato- 
ly. Tt was impossible to’ distodge them, 
snd wo therefore relied on bombardment 
tactics, which Lord Kitchener confirmed 
on arriving on Sunday. 

On Monday, at midday, General French 
and Lord Roborta arrived, andCronjo ap- 

lied for an urmnistice, This was refused. 

ronje retorted that the rofusal was 
inbumnn, and he had no course loft but 
surrender, Lord Kitchener yiroceeded to 
arrange for an interview, when a messago 
arrived that thor had been a mistake and 
Cronje would fight to tho death, 

Lord Kitchoner returned and decided to 
disposo bis batteries thas:—The 18th; 
62nd, and Toth Field Batteries and two 
Naval 12-pounders . exactly opperite the 
laager to the southwards, while the 65th 
Howitzer Batteries and: 76th, Alst, and 
82nd Field Batteries nnd threo Naval 477. 

A fearful 
ruin of shells followed, riddling ovory bush 
and cranny, exploding waggons, and causing 
feafful loss, among the enemy hiding in the 
muddy river-bed, and raising a green cloud 
of lyddite sincke. The big Naval guns’ at 
1,000 yards dealt terrific destruction ; and, 
svon after duybreak on Tuosday, 1° few 
hasty entrenchments were demolished 
whereon the Boars had been working 
strenuously all night. . . 

The ‘accounts conclude with a peaceful 
picturo of the sceno of battle on Tuesday 
night, the wen sleeping where thoy fought, 
and not a sound to be heard except the
